Hay Be Kept Intact at a Political 


Factor.

NEW YORK, May 1.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from Havana says: - The 
decision reached by the committee of 
generals representing the Cuban army 
to give each discharged soldier or offi- 
cer a certificate "filing the compensa- 
tion equitably due him, when a. Cuban 
republic shall have been established. Is 
likely to Influence very seriously, the 
future course of Cuban politics.

The speaker "roasted" the regular 


physicians and declared that -drugs 
were useless and only resorted to be- 
cause to the world's blinded sense there 
seems to be nothing better, and "he 
doubted if doctors could-by the mere 
administration of drugs "cure anybody 
of anything." 


The basic principle In Christian Set- 


ence. he said, is the doctrine that th 
mind is potency; that it can cure or 
breed disease; that immorality or 
wrong thought of any kind is a. breeder 
of disease and that the highest condi- 
tions can be attained only as we fi 
ourselves from inpurity and error. 
Assuming that his hearers

"Gentlemen: Your letters relative to 


the dropping of pears and ihe death of 
peach twigs have been received. 
It 


was an oversight that the former com- 
munication waa not answered before. 
as I thought the matter had been at- 
tended to. 


"Relative to the fall of pears, I will 
say that the pears which were sent 
me for examination showed that they 
were never pollinated. 
Non-poUlnated 


fruit of most kinds • will usually tell, 
though there are marked exceptions to 
this rule, as in the case of the fir, etc, 
The lack of pollination may result from 
any one of the several causes. 
Bad 
weather; lack of bees; Injury by spray- 
ing; constitutional weakness, due to. any 
cause, as too much alkali, etc., or'there 
may be too large an orchard of a va- 
riety which require cross-pollination, so 
that sufficient foreign pollen does not 
reach the flowers. A large block of 
Bartlett pears is almost sure to lack 
pollination and never mature its fruit 
In any large numbers, etc., etc. 


"Respecting the last cause for the 


dropping of pears I may eay that it 
can be avoided by grafting into alter- 
nate rows of trees anothi 
variety 
which will cross pollinate the flowers 


"The peach twigs received are af- 


fected hy a shot-hole fungus. \s the 
spores are not present I cannot be sure 
of the species, but presume It is a form 
quite common in the Sacramento valley 
This fungus works In the late winter 
or early spring and is doing much in- 
jury in the state. 
The proper way to 


control the same is to prune nway an 
much of the badly affected wood as 
possible without Injury to the trees and 
then-to" spray with the winter Bor- 
deaux mixture each winter before the 
fungus starts to grow. 
In the'course 


of two or three yenrs this will clean 
UP jour trees in good shape and will 
aid them in other ways, besides con- 
trolling peach leaf curl. 


"A good formula is K pounds copper 


sulphate: 5 pounds quick lime; 45 gal- • 
Ions of water. 
Prepare according to 


the instructions inclosed. 
All spray 


work should be very thoroughly done.

In many cases these 


men had to learn the first principles. 
The enlisted men. themselves were new 
and apt to be careless. It is the history 
of new levies of troops everywhere. 
"It has been a great disappointment 


to me that things turned out as they 
did and that typhoid fever appeared. I 
issued a sanitary circular showing how 
it could b« avoided and giving rules of 
health to-be followed by the soldier in 
the field. No attention was paid to it. 
You know how hard it is even in cities 
for-the health officers to prevent epi- 
demics of typhoid fever and smallpox. 
But I wish to say that notwithstand- 
ing the criticisms that have been made 
during the war, there has been less 
sickness than In any war that I "know 
of under the use of aseptic dressings 
for wounds; there have been 
fewer 
bad cases and fewer capital operations. 
Not only is this true at Santiago.but at 
Manila. 
The wounds of the men heal 


quickly. 
"But there is one blot which can be 
traced to the enlarged medical .depart- 
ment. 
There were three surgeons to 
each regiment. 
At one time I had 


600 acting assistant surgeons under me. 
Most of them were unknown ' to me 
personally. 
They had to be taken in 
rapidly on the recommendation of pro- 
fessional m«i. 
All lacked experience.

This latest action of the federal gov- 
ernment Is the result of reports recent- 
ly forwarded to Washington by omcers 
who have had charge of government 
interests in the valley during the past 
year These reports strongly urge that 
he Yosemite should be placed on the 
same footing as the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, and to this end insist that 
the government should at once secure 
ownership and control of the principal 
roads leading Into the reservation. To 
this latter suggestion is due the pres- 
ent action of Washington officials in 
making a matter of special investiga- 
tion and report. 
The most important report which 


w«nt on to Washington from here was 
made by J. W. Zeveiey, who was acting 
jrlntendent ot the park from June 


10 oeptember of last year. On the ques- 
tion of government ownership of the 
Yosemite valley roads Zpveley uses the 
following strong language: 
"The roads which have been con- 


structed for the purpose of accommo- 
dating the general public who wish to 
visit the national park ought to be 
owned by the government. Persons go- 
Ing there either for pleasure or health 
ought not to be required to pay for 
traversing roads which arc upon the 
pnrk Itself. 
The roads which ougbt to 


belong to the government are the Yo- 
semite Stage and Turnpike Company's 
road from Wawona to the Yosemite 
valley the Big Oak Flat road, whlcll 
pnlero the park about throe mllon west 
of Crockers and runs Into Ihp Yosemite 
valley at the foot 'of El eapiun; the 
Coultervllle road, which crosses the 
oork line about three miles south of the 
Big Oak Flat road and runs to the low- 
er end of the Yosemitp vnlley. Many o 
my predecessors have recommended 
tho purchase of the Tioca road.
